Washington, Oct. 7— President McKin- 
Kinley has cabled tile United States 
military commission at Forto Rico that 
the island must he evacuated by the 
Spanish forces on or before October IS, 
and that the Spanish commissioners be 
so notified. In case of the failure of 
the Spaniards to complete the evacuation 
by that time, the United States commis- 
sioners are directed to take possession 
of and exercise all of the functions of 
government, and in case it is found to 
be impossible to secure the evacuation 
of the Spanish troops by October 18, 
they may be permitted to go into tempor- 
ary quarters until transportation can he 
arranged to take them to Spain. This 
fact wits developed at to-day's cabinet 
meeting, and it was also stated that from 
this time forward a more vigorous policy 
would he pursued with respect to the 
evacuation of Cuba. 

The President lias notified the United 
States evacuation committee at Havana 
that the Spaniards would bo expected to 
evacuate the island by December 1, with 
a strong intimation that in case of fail- 
are the United States would brook no 
further delay, but immediately thereafter 
take possession of the government.

Washington, Oct. 7. — Major-General 
Fihshugh Lee received an order from 
the war department to-day, directing 
him to move his command from the de- 
partment of Jacksonville, Fla„ to 
Savannah, Ga., and get it In readiness 
to embark for Havana by the last of 
this month. General Lee leaves to-night 
for Havana to make preliminary ar- 
rangements to carry his orders into 
effect. 

HEADING FOR PHlLIPPiNESl 
Washington, Oct. 7. — Admiral Dewey 
has cabled the navy department that he 
has been advised that a number of Span- 
ish troops have arrived at Singapore, 
hound for the Philippines, to reinforce 
the Spanish garrison at llolo, on the 
island of 1'anay. At this place is con- 
centrated about all that remains of the 
Spanish army of occupation of the Phil- 
ippines, outside of the few troops on 
the island of Luzon. In despatching 
troops from Spain to the islands, the 
Spanish government has raised the ques- 
tion as to the right to reinforce troops 
now engaged in active hostilities with 
the insurgent forces. The weight of 
opinion here is that this action is per- 
missible, and does not constitute a breach 
of the terms of the protocol suspending 
hostilities. A good deal, however, may 
depend on whether the Spanish confine 
themselves to a defensive position, or 
undertake to carry on an offensive war 
against the insurgents. The cabinet to- 
day gave some consideration to this sub- 
ject, which in the end is likely to be left 
to the disposition of the peace commis- 
sion. 

THE PEACE WRANGLERS. 

Paris, Oct. 7. — The American and 
Spanish peace commissioners again con- 
front each other this afternoon. Dur- 
ing the recess they have sought to per- 
fect the United States position in rela- 
tion to the alternative or contingent atti- 
tudes or position of the Spanish this 
afternoon. Thus far the former sub- 
stance of the American presentment has 
not been disclosed. It-was its presenta- 
tion at Monday's joint session which 
Caused the Spaniards to ask for a recess 
from Monday until Friday. 

The Gnulois says that during the last 
24 hours sensational and alarming news 
has been afloat regarding the negotia- 
tions. It cites the English papers' alle- 
gations that Judge Day has cabled to 
Washington, saying that the negotia- 
tions for a treaty of peace are on the 
verge of stopping, owing to the refusal 
of Madrid to accept the United States' 
attitude regarding the Philippine islands. 
The Gaulois also cites a statement to 
the effect that .Judge Day has been auth- 
orized to suspend negotiations if the 
Spaniards do not conform to the Ameri- 
can wishes, and declares it can affirm 
that this news is absolutely incorrect. 
It declares, however, that whereas the 
Spaniards at the outset were obdurate, 
they are now disposed to modify their 
intentions, owing to the firmness of the 
attitude of the United States, the people 
of which, it is claimed, have now been 
excited to the point of insisting upon 
holding the Philippines. 

ECONOMIES IN ORDER. 

Madrid, Oct. 7.— A large meeting of 
business men was bold here to-day. 
After a number of violent, speeches had 
been made regarding the government's 
conduct of affairs, the meeting adopted 
a series of resolutions aiming at the 
improvement of the economic situation, 
including the withdrawal of permission 
to the Bank of Spain to increase its note 
issue by 2,. r >00,00(),0(JO pesetas, the pay- 
ment of the interest to foreign debt- 
holders in pesetas, and not la francs, 
large reduction in the public expenditure, 
including pensions, the closure of the 
military schools for the next ten years, 
the reduction of the officers' pay, the 
highest not to exceed 15,000 pesetas, and 
a vote lu aid of the sufferers from the 
war. 
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SATISFACTORY ALL POUND. 

Principal Grant Observes That Such 
Seems to Be the Result of 
the Plebiscite. 

Kingston, Oct. 7.— (Special)— Principal 
Grant wns asked for an expression of 
opinion regarding the result of the re- 
cent prohibition plebiscite, lie was very 
non-committal, saying: "The prohibi- 
tionists' convention said the result of the 
vote is satisfactory. When extremists 
on two sides of u question are satislied, 
every one else is naturally disinclined to 
express dissatisfaction. The vote is be- 
fore the public for consideration, and 
more time is needed fur an analysis." 



MISERY IN HAVANA. 

The Poor Die of Starvation and Their 
Bodies Left for Days 
Unburled. 

Havana, Oct 0— Owing to the vast 
amount of red tape required to obtain 
burial permits many bodies of the poor, 
picked up in huts on the streets, are left 
for days unburicd, even after they are 
taken to the cemetery. Two nights ago 
a woman died in the middle of the Plaza 
del Gerre, a street in Havana, about 
o'clock; at her .head sat her little daugh- 
ter in the last stage of consumption, her 
haggard eyes red and swollen with tears. 
Horse cars run along that thoroughfare, 
and many persons stopped before the sad 
picture of death. A purse was made up 
for the little orphan. Next morning the 
body was removed, twelve hours after 
death. This sad and disgraceful incident 
happened., in the principal suburb of the 
city, where apparently uo distress or 
want: exists.

He Has Formed the Conclusion That the 
British and Americans Will 
Never Come to Blows. 

Quebec, Oct. 7.--(Special)— At the bnn- 
quet given by the American commission- 
ers last night, there were calls for Lord 
Heischell, who, on rising, said he had 
been assured that there would be no 
speeches and he was, therefore, . 
somewhat taken by surprise. Last Do- 
minion Day in London he had stated 
publicly that if it fell to his lot to be 
chosen as one of the British representa- 
tives on the commission, it would be the 
proudest work of his life. In all the 
public functions with which he hud bees 
connected, he had never found anything 
more pleasing than the work of this 
conference, and it was a source of pride 
and satisfaction to him to be associated 
with it. What ever the result might be, 
the commission had demonstrated this 
fact, that there was no longer any dan- 
ger of war between the two great Eng- 
lish-speaking nations. They were too 
closely allied by blood and language to 
come to blows. Indeed, war between 
them would be fratricidal. Prom what 
he had seen of the people of the United 
States, and from what he knew of the 
people of England, . such a war would 
never take place. 

HAWAIIAN NEWS NOTES. 

Ex-Queen Liliuokalani to Ask Congress 
for Consideration— Fire on a 
Flagship. 

Ex-Queen Liliuokaliaui will leave for 
Washington about the middle of Novem- 
ber to press her claims before congress 
for remuneration for the loss of her 
throne and the revenue from the crown 
lands, for which she feels that the peo- 
ple of the United States owe her some 
pecuniary compensation. 

The United States ship Bennington hns 
relieved the flagship Philadelphia at 
Honolulu, and the latter is now en route 
back to San Francisco, having left the 
Hawaiian capital on Thursday, Septem- 
ber 29. The troopship Valencia which .

LABOK RIOTS IN PARIS. 

Strikers Kesort to Brutal Violence to 
Make Others Quit Work.

The strikers have compelled 
a number of workmen to abandon their 
tasks. In many instances brutal violence 
was resorted to. It is estimated that 
0,000 men are idle. 

The leaders of the movement are for 
a general strike with the object of ef- 
fecting an economical revolution which 
will change the position of the workers. 
Altogether about lot) arrests have been 
made in connection with the riots and 
strong military preparations have been 
made to guard against any renewal. 

HOSTILE INDIANS SCATTER. 

End of Minnesota Trouble For the 
Fresent— Approach of Winter 
Prevents Pursuit. 

Washington, Oct. 7.— A despatch from 
General Bacon, received by the adjutant- 
general, dated Walker, Oct. 0, via Brain- 
crd, Oct. 7, says that the Indians have 
scattered in their eauogs to various is- 
lands in that section, lie adds: "Have 
accomplished all that can bo done here 
at this late season, and will return with 
juy command to-morrow." 

Reports received to-night by the offi- 
cials of the war and interior departments 
respecting the Indian outbreak are of a 
reassuring character, and they now feel 
that the uprising may be regarded as 
over. General Bacon will remain at 
Walker for the present, which it is 
hoped will have a quieting effect on the 
citizens of the surrounding country. 



MISHAPS TO SHIPPING. 

Montreal Steamer Lost In Straits of 
• Belle Isle— Overdue Steamer 
Comes In. 

St. John's, NM„ Oct. 7.— The British 
steamer Annandale, Capt. John Jones, 
from New York for Tilt Cove, has ar- 
rived here with her crank-shaft broken. 
It will take three weeks to repair the 
fracture. 

Tlio Labrador mail steamer Leopard 
(British), which was thought to have 
broken down or foundered during a great 
storm last week, has arrived here, after 
three days' buffeting. Her decks were 
swept, and she lost her deck-houses, gear 
and sails. 

The British steamer Ganges, from 
Montreal for Newcastle, is ashore on 
Ferrole Point, Straits of Belle Isle. She 
is a total loss. The Ganges carried a 
cargo of cattle, flour and cheese. Two 
hundred bullocks were saved by (he 
steamer Nimrod, and several schooners 
have saved part of the Hour. The rest 
of the cargo was destroyed. 

Halifax, Oct. 7.— The steamer Hattie 
May is reported lost at sea in a hurri- 
cane, four of her crew being drowned. 
She was a vessel of 140 tons. The crew 
were all Nova Scotians.

DONE WITH QUEBEC. 

International Conference Adjourned to 
Meet at Washington 
Next Month. 

Quebec, Oct. 7.— The conference has 
practically adjourned, ns the Monday 
meeting will be purely informal. Senator 
Fairbanks left for home to-day. Lord 
Herschell will go to Halifax during the 
races. 

The following official statement was 
given ont to-day by Lord Herschell and 
Mr. Fairbanks: " The high commission 
have made considerable progress with 
the work, but it has been found neces- 
sary to obtain further information on 
certain points not immediately available. 
The commission will adjourn on Monday, 
October 10, until Tuesday. November 1. 
It has been agreed that the next meet- 
ing shall be held at Washington." 

KITCHENER AT CAIRO. 

The Sirdar Homeward in Record Time — 
Khalifa's Prisoner's Mind Un- 
balanced. 

Cairo, Oct. 7.— General Kitchener, the 
commander of the Anglo-Egyptian ex- 
pedition in the Soudan, arrived here 
to-day, having journeyed from Omdur- 
man in the record time, 74 hours. The 
streets were lined with troops, and he 
had a great reception from the popu- 
lace. 

Officers accompanying General Kitch- 
ener say that Major Marchand, the 
French officer at Fashoda, behaved with 
great moderation and courtesy. Gen- 
eral Kitchener denies the story that 
the French at Fashoda fired on the Brit- 
ish, mistaking the latter for dervishes. 

Mr. Neufehl. who was a prisoner of 
the Khalifa for a long time, and who 
was released when the British captured 
Omdurman, has written from Cairo n 
strange letter to his brother in Berlin, 
indicating that his mind lias been af- 
fected by his privations. He says that 
he has been rescued to die of famine. 



EPISCOPAL CONVENTION. 

Canadian and United States Represents 
tives Exchange Good Wishes. 

Washington, Oct. 7.— At the Episcopal 
convention to-day Judge Macdonald, the 
lay representative from Canada, said the 
stirring war events of the last few 
months had served to draw together the 
two groat English nations. In the recent 
struggle sympathy and common feeling 
was always apparent; It was now be- 
ing expressed in another form through 
the meeting of the Anglo-American high 
commission at Quebec. He closed bj 
quoting the words of Lord Herschell, 
chairman of the British commissioners 
at Quebec, that his recent observations 
had firmly convinced him that never 
again could there he a war between the 
two great people speaking the common 
English tongue. 

Rev. Morgan_Dix, of New York, chair- 
man of the house of deputies, closed 
the exchange of cordiality with well 
wishes for their church in Canada. Ha, 
too, noted how the progress of events 
was bringing together those who speak 
the glorious English tongue in an in- 
separable union of heart and hand.

MORE SOLDIERS FOR CRETE. 

Powers Take Action Without Waiting 
for Further Parley With the 
Porte. 

Canea, Oct. 7.— The French, Italian 
and Russian governments have com- 
plied with the request of the admirals to 
send reinforcements to Canea, France 
sending SO men. This action is taken 
without waiting for the reply of the 
porte to the note of the powers. 

The council of the foreign admirals 
has taken the necessary measures to in- 
sure the enforcement of the terms of the 
note presented to the porte by the repre- 
sentatives of the powers demanding the 
immediate evacuation of Crete. The 
presentation of the note and the action 
of the admirals have caused great re- 
joicing among the Christian population.

Vancouver, Oct. 7.— The balance sheet 
of the B. C. Iron Works is published to- 
day. It shows that it lost ijil^.OOO. The 
creditors say they will accept 50 cents on 
the dollar. 

To-day was Children's Day at the 
Westminster fair. The largest crowd on 
record turned out. The weather was 
perfect, and everybody was pleased. 

The display made by E. G. Prior & 
Co., Ltd., of harvesting and other kin- 
dred horticultural machinery from the 
celebrated house of Mitssey & Co., is 
one of the features of the show. This 
firm have spared no expense in order to 
make their exhibit complete in every de- 
tail, and the result is a collection that 
would do credit to any of the large East- 
ern exhibitions. 

The artistically arranged display of 
Messrs. M. It. Smith & Sons continues 
to be a centre of attraction in the main 
building, and to the possessor of a sweet 
tooth (and who has not oneV) the show- 
ing of choice candies, chocolate, cara- 
mels, etc., is exceedingly tempting. The 
whole get-up of their exhibit reflects 
credit on the young men who guide the 
destinies of this firm. 

One of the most interesting events of 
yesterday's sports was the tug-of-war 
between teams chosen from the jock- 
tars of H. M. navy. The teams were: 
An English team, captained by King; 
an Irish team, captained by John Young; 
a Scotch team, captained by Chalmers; 
a team from the Sparrowhawk; a Can- 
adian team, captain by .lack Watson.

The audience was a very large 
and appreciative one, and had been 
worked up to an excited state of mind 
over the piot of the play being worked 
out beneath the stars and stripes, when 
a sailor from the British ship Aniphion 
rose in the audience ami shouted "There's 
Old Glory; she earned her name over 
again by the jolly good drubbing the 
Yankees gave the Spaniards. Three 
cheers, boys, for the Yankee ting." The 
gallery entered into the humor of the 
situation, besides appreciating the senti- 
ment, and gave three rousing cheers, and 
even the orchestra and dress circles 
could scarcely restrain themselves, 

.1. B. Tyrrell, Dominion government 
surveyor, was a passenger on the Manau- 
ense.

Mr, Treadgold, correspondent of the 
London Mining Journal, says ho will re- 
port very favorably on the Klondike 
country, He did practical work on all 
the best claims to make accurate reports. 
He says the country is very rich, and 
the police service is all but perfect. 



New York, Oct. 7. — Bradstreet's to- 
morrow will say: "With the exception 
of some parts of the south where heavy 
storms and yellow fever with resulting 
quarantines check distribution, a very 
large business appears to be doing, 
though complaints of narrow margins 
of profit are well nigh unanimous. While 
bank clearings of September point to a 
slightly smaller business done the coun 
try over than one year ago, this week's 
figures point, to a fair gain over last 
year and therefore over all previous re- 
cords for this week of the year. The 
volume of distribution as a whole is well 
up to or above that reported a year ago 
in most sections. As for some time 
past most activity is perceptible in the 
West and Northwest and on the Pacific 
Const, particularly at I'uget Sound and 
Columbia river points. Unseasonably 
warm weather is Credited with checking 
I he retail and wholesale demand for 
heavy winter goods, particularly cloth- 
ing and shoes, but cooler weather since 
has imparted a better tone to this busi- 
ness. Accompanying the increased move- 
ment in wheat this week have come 
some rather better advices as to collec- 
tions, particularly in the spring wheat 
sections. At leading Eastern markets 
recently favorable reports are fully main- 
tained with business in the textiles, par- 
ticularly cotton and woolen goods, least 
favorably situated. The general indus 
trial situation is a very favorable one 
Marked activity continues to he a feat- 
ure of the iron and steel trades, but the 
immense rate of production at present, 
in the absence of immediate new de 
mauds, has caused a shading of some 
few grades of pig iron and steel billets. 
Movements in an upward direction, how- 
ever, are reported from the West. 

For the first time this year the month 
ly bank clearings, those for September, 
showed a total smaller than that of a 
year ago, but it is to be remembered that 
the comparison is with a period of ex 
ceptlonal activity, speculative and other- 
wise, one year ago, and owing to the 
reduced crop movement this year gains 
in the West and Northwest are not 
large enough to offset file quieter tone 
of business at the East and South.

Gordon Hunter of Victoria Appointed 
Gold Commissioner of 
the Yukon. 

A despatch from Ottawa states that 
Mr. Gordon Hunter, ot Victoria, has 
been appointed by the Dominion govern- 
ment gold commissioner for the Yukon 
district, to replace Mr. Fawcett. The 
appointment is a good one, for Mr. Hun- 
ter, by his experience as a barrister in 
this province, has gained an insight into 
mining law that will stand him in good 
stead In the Dawson country, and be- 
sides be is looked upon as one of the 
brightest members at the bur of the 
province. Mr. Hunter was born 
Beamsville, Out., 35 years ago, hi 
father being Mr. .1. Howard Hunter, 
provincial inspector of insurance for On- 
tario. Mr. Hunter graduated at Toronto 
university in 1SS5, after a very brilliant 
course, taking the Prince of Wales' gold 
medal and the Governor-General's gold 
medal. Ho was admitted to the bar in 
May, 1SH8, and practised in the East 
until 1SU0, when he came West, and in 
1WJ2 ho settled in Victoria. He re- 
ceived the appointment of Crown solici- 
tor, which position he held until March, 
1S04, when he entered into partnership 
with Hon. Theodore Davie, afterwards 
Chief Justice. Mr. Hunter is at present 
bead of the legal firm of Hunter & Oli- 
ver. Mr. Hunter was, at the last meet- 
ing of the benchers of the British Colum- 
bia Law society, appointed editor of the 
British Columbia Law Reports.

OPERATIONS ON 'CHANGE. 

Narrow ond Professional Market In New 
York, With Industrials Still 
Prominent. 



New lork, Oct. 7.— The stock market con- 
tinued inn-row and professional to-day 
ami even the industrial specialties, which 
have shown a violent tluctuutlon and fever- 
ish activity foi- some time past, Tell Into 
comparative quietude. The industrial':, 
nevertheless, continued to occupy the most 
prominent place In the trading. 'The move- 
ment of prices in this group was coullict- 
Ing la the early part of the trading, but 
the reactionary tendency gained the upper 
hand In most cases and wiped out nearly 
all of the earlier gains. 

Tin- Evening Post's financial cable from 
London says:

The latter especially affected American 
sales, notably Pacific stocks, and the close 
in this market was at about the lowest. 
Argentines, Spanish fours and other for- 
eign securities were generally Hat. The de- 
cline In consols Is said to be partly due 
to the liank of England borrowing on 
l hem. If so, it Is very Important as uffeet- 
Ing the future of the money market here. 
The special trade returns are decidedly sat- 
isfactory. The Loudon market discount 
rate Is 2 11-lti per cent., due to the mone- 
tary position In Germany, as told in these 
dispatches yesterday. The best opinions 
favor a rise In the German bank note rate 
on Monday next, but considerable doubt Is 
entertained.

NOBLE FIVE MINE. 

Marked Change in the Tast Twelve 
Months Reported at Annual 
Meeting. 

The annual meeting of the Noble Five 
Mining and Milling company, operating 
the mine of that name in the Slocan, 
was held at the ofiloe of the company 
yesterday. J. D. Porter, vice president 
of the company, was in the chair and 
there were represented either in person 
or by proxy, 872,800 shares out of a 
total of 1,200,000.

These 
tunnels will get a depth of from 800 
to 1,800 feet on the two main leads and 
in the meantime the upper claims are 
being developed by shorter tunnels. The 
report of the directors was approved and 
adopted and a special resolution was 
passed ratifying and confirming the acts 
of tin.' old board in raising the money to 
discharge the former liabilities of "the 
company and for development. 

The- following oflicers were elected for 
the coining year: President, James Duas- 
muir, of Victoria, B.C.; vice-president, 
d. D. Porter, of Spokane; directors, .1. (1. 
McGuigan, of Spokane; C. 10. Pooley 
and B. ,T. Perry, of Victoria; secretary, 
F. J. Holman, of Spokane. 

The past 12 months have witnessed a 
marked change in the affairs of the 
Noble Five company. A large share- 
holder remarked after the meeting: "A 
year ago the mine seemed to have come 
to u standstill, but now, thanks to rapid, 
decisive work witli compressor drills, the 
mine shows every promise of becoming 
one of the great silver and lead produc- 
ers of the country. The management 
has worked quietly and effectively, mak- 
ing no loud blow, and not even taking 
the public into confidence, but realizing 
the. extent of the property the man- 
ager.': have taken the best expert nnd 
engineering advice, and acting upon it, 
are putting into execution a system of 
development at once economical and 
comprehensive."— Spokane Review. 



A FRUITLESS EXPEDITION. 

The Gipsy Queen Mining Party Reduced 
to Small Number. 

According to Int.- arrivals from the 
upper Stilcine, the Gipsy Queen Gold 
Mining company's expedition has 
dwindled down in number to a compara- 
tive few. G. P. Whitehead, the leader 
of the party, and two or three others 
are now on the Nahleeu, a tributary of 
the Stikine. ami the rest have pretty 
nearly all returned home. It will be 
remembered that this company left Vic- 
toria a few months ago. bound fflr the 
headwaters of the Hootaliuqua, to there 
prospect and mine on a scientific and 
very extensive seaie. Chicago capital- 
ists financed the expedition, and spent 
large sums of money in preparing and 
sending it on its way. A river steamer 
was built at Wrangel, and a large dredge 
that was to be used in mining was also 
constructed at big cost. Both these, 
however, are now tied up. and the expe- 
dition looks as though it were a failure. 
The leader of the party has an ice-boat 
built, however, and with those staying 
by him, intends continuing his journey 
when the ice sets in.

Oct. 0.— Ono of the worst 
Hoods that ever visited this region struck 
Uooslck Valley Wednesday afternoon, 
when damages amounting to some thous- 
ands of dollars was done by the storm. 
The weather had been very warm for 
several days, the heat culminating Tues- 
day afternoon, when rain began to f nil. 
It fell steadily for IS hours In Washing- 
ton and Northern Rennalaer counties ' and 
In Western Vermont, swelling the mouu- 
fnin brooks to prodigious heights. At Hon- 
sick Falls, where the greater damage oc- 
curred, a cloud is supposed to have burst. 
An immense flood of water poured through 
the centre of the village, washing away 
buildings, undermining foundations, cav- 
ing In streets and sidewalks and doing 
some 550,000 to $100,000 worth of dam- 
age. The damage to the streets at Hooslck 
Falls alone Is estimated at $10,000. Water 
rushed along Hooslck. carrying away the 
lectrie railway track nnd leaving water 
cr "0 feet deep. The track of the Fltch- 
wrg railway was washed nway in many 
places. Passengers had to be transferred 
about the chasms. About Nerthtown a bad 
washout occurred. Near Kagle Bridge an 
engine of the FItchburg railroad went in- 
to the river with one flat car. The en- 
gineer nnd fireman escaped by jumping. 
The road had caved In under the locomo- 
tive. Between Greenwich nnd Johnson- 
llle, on the Delaware & Hudson railroad, 
1.10 feet of the road bed was washed out 
end the track lowered three feet. Traffic 
will be suspended for ten days. At Hoo- 
slck Falls It was necessary to rescue tin' 
girls employed at the Hall Artwell collar 
factory by menus of bidders. Brick blocks 
swept away. As far as known no 
lives were lost.

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KITCHENER'S DINNER PARTY. 

Kitchener means one who provides 
good tilings to cut. Hence it was accord 
ing lo the eternal litncss of things that 
when the Sirdar reached Foshoda and 
found Lieut. Marchnrid there lie should 
invito him to dinner. As the enterpris- 
ing Frenchman was short or provisions, 
he very sensibly accepted the invitation 
and doubtless dined well. Kitchener's 
dinner has an international aspect. He 
went lip the river post haste, after Banish- 
ing the Khalifa, because he was told thnt 
the Frenchman was in possession of 
Fashoda, npd found him there Bun 
enough. Marchand had a sort of fort and 
a French Qng Hying. An indiscreet man 
would have summoned him to surrender, 
and, in the event of Ii is refusal, have 
demolished both him and his fort. But 
Kitchener is not indiscreet. He is the 
incarnation of the British sang froid, 
which Max O'lJell finds so potent an in 
ilucncc in determining the progress of 
the nation. He appears to have dealt 
with the iiuestion, which every one 
thought was going to be so embarrassing 
on Ibis line of reasoning: Africa is a 
very large country, and its principal use 
is, as the school hoy said, for purposes 
of exploration. If Lieut. Marchand 
wished to explore it, there was really no 
reason why he should not do so; and 
when he made a sort of permanent camp, 
there was no reason why he should not 
ily the French flag, if he saw lit. A 
Frenchman may buy a house in London 
and hoist the flag of his nation over it 
and no one will raise the least objection. 
In a country over which Great Britain 
holds .sway, there is always perfect free 
dom for every one, so long as he doe 
not interfere with the government. Argu- 
ing thus, when General Kitchener saw 
the French flag, lie resolved to treat it 
just as he would if he found it flying in 
some coiner of London, that, is simply 
as a natural indication of Marchand' 
patriotism, hut not in any way as a sug- 
gestion that France claimed the country 
White men being scarce thereabouts 
and a dinner being a very British way of 
extending courtesy to a stranger, an in- 
vitation was sent to Lieut. Marchand. 
which he promptly accepted. The accept- 
ance of the invitation at once fixed th 
relation of the two leaders. General 
Kitchener was "at home" to Lieut. Mar- 
cbaud, and the lieutenant very wisely 
took that view of the case. 

After this it will be impossible to tak 
a serious view of the so-called French 
occupation of the Upper Nile. Lieut 
Marchand lias himself fixed his own 
status as a guest in territory controlled 
by Egypt under British protection. Dip 
lomatists may find it necessary to ex- 
change a few notes about the mutter, but 
it is already settled. Anything that may 
now lie done will simply be for the pur- 
pose of convincing the world that the 
• French government never bad the least 
intention of profiting by Lieut. Mar- 
( hand's enterprise. The gallant officer 
would not make a mistake to transfer 
his allegiance to Queen Victoria. There 
is plenty of work, with some chance of 
regard, for such as lie under the British 
flag. 



REPORTS FROM THE NORTH. 

The conflict in the reports from the 
Northern goldfiolds is very great. On the 
same steamer men will be found who wi'l 
tell stories entirely antagonistic to each 
other. This is true about the richness 
of discovered mines, the promise or new 
discoveries, the probable value of unpros- 
perted fields, the difficulties of the sev- 
eral routes — about everything in short 
except the need of reform in the adminis- 
tration of the laws In the Yukon. On 
the latter point the unanimity is surpris- 
ing. 

The time has gone by when the ipse 
dixit of any individual ought to he taken 
in regard to this part of Canada. Every 
one ought now to know trial, each per- 
son colors his story by his own experi- 
ence. Thus we find a. parly laboriously 
llmling their way from Edmonton to 
Dawson, and then turning about im- 
mediately for home. They will have 
nothing but condemnation for the whoh 
country. Their failure will be cited in 
proof that the Yukon has been very 
much over-boomed. On tin- other hand 
some men come out from the Yukon with 
snug fortunes accumulated in a short 
time, and they look at. everyt hing from 
the most roseate point of view. One re- 
port is almost as deceptive as the other. 
Fortunately it is possible to come very 
near the truth, so that only those need be 
deceived who are not careful lo make in- 
quiries and use their best judgment. 

Some facts stand out prominently. 
There is a very rich area in what is 
called Klondike, which for some years 
to come will yield an immense quantity 
of gold annually, How long the pincers 
will yield sufficient to make the working 
of them profitable depends upon so ninny 
considerations that one opinion is nboul 
as good as another. No one fix-en their 
duration at less than five years. "Wo 
have seen estimates that they will last 
twenty-live. Every placer region hither- 
to discovered has been worked out or 
will he in a comparatively short time, 
and there is no reaeon why Klondike 
should be except ionnl. From live to 
twenty years is the life of a. placer re- 



gion, that is for its active life. It seems 
practically impossible to exhaust the 
gold in nurifierous gnivels, and men who 
are content with small wages manage to 
make them in ground that has been 
abandoned by large operators. This is 
not likely to bo the case in Klondike, 
which will be abandoned altogether for 
climatic reasons, when it ceases to he 
very productive. It is too soon to nay 
that the whole Klondike country has 
been thoroughly prospected, and this 
ndds to the difficulty of fixing any limit 
to Its productiveness. There seems to ho 
good reason to anticipate large discov- 
eries of rich quartz, and if this is the 
case the camp will be permanent, so 
that arrangements for business and 
transportation may he made with the 
same certainty as in regard to other 
places, hut it apparently will bo neces- 
sary to wait for another season before 
coming to any definite conclusion on this 
point. In the Yukon country proper no 
notable discoveries have been made dur 
ing the past season, or perhaps it would 
be more accurate to say that, none have 
been reported. Two things must be re- 
membered in this connection, the im- 
mensity of the region and the uiicert- 
tninty attending prospecting. Klondil 
was all prospected and discarded before 
the great discovery which set all the 
world talking. 

The Lake Atlin discovery, which is in 
British Columbia, is important, and prom 
ises well. Conflicting reports come from 
the Salmon and Stewart rivers, and ther 
is a vast stretch of country which lias 
practically not boon touched at all. 

Summing the whole situation up, we 
should feel safe in saying that while tli 
richness of the goldfiolds of the North 
has not been exaggerated, their develop 
ment is likely to be somewhat slower 
than was anticipated, hut likely to fur- 
nish an immense amount of business for 
years to come. S» far as ventures by 
individuals are concerned, it seems time- 
ly to say that a rush like that of the ear- 
ly part of the present year ought: to la 
avoided in the future. There is nothing 
to rush to. The Golden North must be 
developed in . a sober way by husines 
methods and by men who know what 
prospecting and mining are. There will 
remain the chances to pick up a fortuut 
by stumbling upon a specially rich de- 
posit, just as there are chances of mak 
ing fortunes in any of the large cities by 
a lucky bit; hut a man is foolish if lit 
starts out with the expectation of being 
one of the lucky ones. Great fortunes 
will be made in the Northern goldfiolds, 
but not even the most extraordinary 
yield of gold that, may he reported next 
year will justify another mad rush. Tin 
chances of failure are too many. 



A SUIT CANAL TO 

LAKE SUPERIOR. 

The commissioners appointed by th' 
United States government, to co-operate 
with a similar commission appointed by 
Canada to investigate the best route for 
a ship canal from the 'Atlantic to Lake 
Superior have made public some interest- 
ing facts, and we are indebted to the 
Montreal Witness for a summary o( 
theni. 'J'he Witness says: 

Few people who are not directly con- 
cerned realize the enormous traffic on 
the great lakes. During the year 1SSM 
the net tonnage of freight through the 
St. Mary's canal, between Lake Superior 
and the lower lakes amounted to thirteen 
million tons. During the same year the 
net tonnage through the Suez canal was 
less than two-thirds of this amount- 
eight million tons. In 1K!K> the net ton- 
nage passing between Lake Huron and 
Lake Eric' was, in round numbers, thirty 
million tons. The vastness of this will 
be understood when it is stated that it 
is greater than the foreign and coastwise 
trade of Liverpool and Loudon com- 
bined. Nearly the whole of this traffic 
ih through freight from Lakes Superior 
and Michigan to the sea. It is at pres- 
ent taken, for the most part, to Buffalo, 
where cargoes are broken and sent on 
by rail or small canal boats. Of wheat 
and Hour alone, Buffalo receives a yearly 
average of 170,000,000 bushels. This 
is almost the same as the yearly foreign 
shipments of grain from the United 
States— 171,000,000 bushels. The com- 
mission calculates that if a deep-water 
channel were constructed, there would 
he a saving to the farmers of nearly five 
cents a bushel on freights to New York. 
This would make a saving on the one 
item of wheat alone of eight million dol- 
lars a year in transportation charges 
from Buffalo to New York. This item 
constitutes, however, but. one-fifth of 
(he through freight, so that the total 
yearly saving is a matter deserving of 
serious consideration. 

Three routes have been proposed for 
the canal. One is from Georgian Bay 
to the Ottawa river, and thence to Mont- 
real. This would require ten locks, and 
it is thought to hi' objectionable because 
it. would be closed by ice too early in the 
season. Another proposal was to run 
from Georgian Lay to Lake Ontario by 
.vay of Lake Slllicoe, but this route was 

condemned because, like the previous 

one, it did not provide for access to all 
the lakes. Finally the commissioner 
decided that the only proper plan was to 
utilize all the great lakes, and plan for a 
terminal route from Lake Ontario to the 
ocean.' Three routes are suggested: 
From the lake down the St. Lawrence to 
the ocean, which is not favored by the 
United States commissioners, because it 
would divert trade from New York, and 
would not accommodate the local traffic 
between New York and the lakes; a 
second route is down the St. Lawrence 
and thence by way of Lake St. Francis 
and Lake Ohnmnlain to the Hudson, and 
thence to New York; the third route 
would leave the St.' Lawrence at Oswego 
and go to the Hudson by way of Lake 
Oneida. The commissioners were divided 
in opinion as to the hitter two routes, or 
rather they were uncertain which to 
recommend, and as a result a large ap- 
propriation was made for surveys, and 
these ore now in progress. The import- 
ance of the proposed undertaking, both 
lo Canada and the United States, is hard 
to estimate. 



A GENERAL PRACTICE. 

The Times is terribly worked up be- 
cause the officials of the lands and works 
department have been allowed to work 
overtime for different people. We fear 
our contemporary is not very well in- 
formed as to the practice in the several 
provinces, There are certain things 
which public employees nre employed to 
do for the public, and there are other 
things which they arc not employed to 
do. All routine matters which come 
within the scope of their duties they 
must do as a part of their regular work; 
but there are some things which indi- 
viduals want, which the officials are not 
employed to furnish. A better way to 
put it is to say thnt the government only 
provides the public with what it has to 
for public purposes. If people want 
anything for private reasons, such as 
the copy of maps and so on, they must 
cither make them themselves or get some 
one else to do so. For example, suppose 
our contemporary should want to have 
a plan showing all the granted lands in 
some pari, of the province. It would be 
entitled to have access to the plans in 
Ihe Crown Lund office, for the purpose 
of making it. It would not he entitled 
to have some clerk in the office make the 
plan, taking the time for which he was 
hired to work for the public for work for 
our contemporary. Under the regime 
of tin 1 late government, our contempor- 
ary could go to a clerk in the office and 
tell him what it wanted, and the clerk 
could remain in the office after hours 
and make the plan for him, our contem- 
porary paying him for his work. This 
would be an equitable and highly satis- 
factory arrangement all round. No one 
would be hurt, the public interest would 
not suffer, our contemporary would get 
what it wanted with the least possible 
inconvenience to anyone, and the clerk 
would make a few dollars. This sort 
of thing is permitted everywhere except 
in British Columbia. Here it is sup- 
posed to be highly immoral or something. 
Under the new notions of official duty, if 
a clerk in one of the public departments 
should choose to work at night at home 
and earn money in any way, say in writ- 
ing poetry for the magazines, he would 
be liable to dismissal. If this sort of 
thing had been practised in England, 
Charles Lamb would have written 
nothing, and Anthony Trollope would 
have given the world no novels.

A DIFFICULT SUBJECT. 

Our correspondent, Catherine Isabel 
Walker, deals with a very difficult sub- 
ject. The presence of women at trials 
involving details of an immodest nature 
is not confined to Victoria. London pa- 
pers tell us that, when particularly 
nasty divorce cases are up, the demand 
for accommodation by women is usual- 
ly more than the capacity of the court, 
and the applicants are randy those who 
can be excused for attending by a de- 
sire to learn the seamy side of life, for 
the sake of the value of the lessons 
thereby acquired. Nothing higher than 
a morbid curiosity actuates them in nine- 
ty-nine eases out a hundred. It is the 
same sort of depraved taste as leads 
men to neglect business and stand in an 
uncomfortable position in a crowd for 
half a day, in the hope that a witness 
may find himself or herself compelled to 
state something usually regarded as not 
proper for the ears of a. miscellaneous 
crowd. 

Against women, who for conscience 
siike submit themselves to the uncongeni- 
al atmosphere of a court room on such 
occasions, we have nothing to say. They 
may be doing right or they may not be. 
That is a matter which every one must 
settle for herself. It is not for the Col- 
onist to pronuonce judgment, upon the 
delicacy or the judgment shown by such 
a proceeding. It is prepared lo admit, thnt 
very unpleasant things must often he 
done to obtain laudable ends. Doubtless 
when Hercules cleansed the Augean 
stables, he had frequently to hold his 
nose. 

Our object in speaking of the matter 
hi connection with out correspondent's 
letter is to emphasize the fact that even 
so stout a champion as she of the rights 
of women to study the seamy side of life 
under such circumstances as seem to 
them right, qualities her claim by saying 
that, if must be for good objects, and 
does not hold that, women should seek 
such information simply out of idle curi- 
osity. And on this point we are willing 
to concede complete equality of the sexes. 
A man has no more right to hang 
around a court room, listening for some 
specially unsavory morsel of evidence, 
than a woman. Nevertheless custom 
counts fur something even in these mat- 
ters. Though men ought not to do it. 
they do it, and custom has dulled public 
opinion to it. Most, men would not care 
have public opinion dulled hi regard 
to what a woman may do in this way, 
and we fear that anything the six may 
gain, by Ihe knowledge acquired under 
such conditions, will he very much more 
than offset by the loss of the sort of di- 
vinity, with which all men like to sur- 
round good women. TJiis notion may be 
very old-fashioned, but a few old-fashion- 
ed things are worth preserving. 



Admiral Noel is getting a good deal of 
praise for the way bo managed things in 
Crete. He has shocked the diplomats, 
which in itself is a good thing, and he 
has' brought the Sultan to his senses. 
Admiral Noel is a man of few words 
and many guns. He is also the proprie- 
tor of a watch, and we have no doubt 
that it is a thoroughly modern article. 
He fixed an hour by this watch when the 
Turks, who had been cnusing nil the 
trouble, were to be banded over to him 
for trial and when the surrender of arms 
must he begun, and this notice 
was coupled by the intimation 
that - if it was not complied 
with, the guns of his fleet would take up 
the discussion promptly on time. The 
officials of the Sultan can talk the aver- 
age diplomat blind, hut when it conies 
to guns manned by British seamen they 
are not quite so prolific in excuses, and 
so at the appointed hour the criminals 
began to come in and the guns also. So 
far as Candin itself is concerned, every- 
thing is quite satisfactory now, and il 
is said that the application of Admiral 
Noel's policy could make the whole 
island of Crete as quiet as a Sunday 
school. Unfortunately the other powers 
want to do a little parleying. Noel's 
reason for taking the business out of 
their hands at Cnndia was the killing 
of some British sailors. The concert of 
the powers had to stand aside until that 
was disposed of. 

The special correspondent or the Lon- 
don Times draws attention to the fact 
that while the mines of Johannesburg 
employ between -15,000 and 00,000 men 
and yield about £8,000,000 in gold a 
year, those of Klondike employing be- 
tween 4,000 and 5,000. yielded fully 
£2,000,000 in a year, and thinks that such 
a showing as this is worthy of the at- 
tention of the business world. The 
Times' editorial on the subject is very 
moderate in tone, hut can hardly fail 
1o have a profound effect upon British 
public opinion, and will do more than 
anything that has yet appeared in print 
to centre the notice of the investing 
public upon the Yukon country. It 
contains nothing not already published 
here, but Ihe manner of its presentation 
is such as to give it a special emphasis. 

Hon. John Costigan is making quite an 
extensive exploratory tour of the North- 
west. When last heard from he was a! 
Punvegan. on the Peace river, and it i 
understood that his plans contemplate a 
visit to the headwaters of the Liard and 
a journey thence neross country to the 
Stikinc, coining home by way of the 
const. Mr. Costigan is a capital hand for 
exploratory work. However much 
homo be may be in parliament or in ja 
public department, those who know him 
best will bear out the statement that he 
is never at his best except out in tin 
wilderness. He is a splendid woodsman 
a master hand in a canoe and a capital 
pathfinder. A man of fine physique, his 
sixty-four years of life have not unfitted 
hhn for roughing it; and if it is true, at 
is said, that his mission is in a way semi 
official, he will he certain to bring bad 
much valuable informaton.

BRITAIN'S VI T A 1 ,1 T V . 

We are sometimes told that the Brit- 
ish race is deteriorating. That .he 
British Empire has passed its zenith and 
has commenced its decline and fall. 
Needless to say, these statements issue 
only from the mouths of our enemies, 
and that the wish is father to the 
thought we do not for a moment doubt. 
Yet recent events have somewhat shat- 
tered the reputation of these pessimistic 
prophets. If any evidence were needed of 
Britain's vitality it has surely been 
produced during the last few weeks. 
During flic last eighteen months (treat 
Britain has passed through a period of 
almost unexampled strain and difficulty. 
A period more trying than it has been 
her lot to encounter since the long wars. 
Never have the threateuings from all 
sides been so numerous and dark, and 
never has the political sky been so thick- 
ly overcast and her feeling of isolation 
so keenly felt. Cabinet ministers, even, 
have taken the alarm, and warned Brit- 
ish citizens that the balance of power 
was so shiftable and shifting, that, they 
would have to seriously consider whether 
the old policy of fredeom from entangle- 
ments would not have to give way to 
that of a clear and definite alliance with 
some strong military power. We were 
warned that the new earth-hunger that 
had seized the souls of .our strong 
neighbors on the continent, was likely 
to menace our over-sea empire at many 
points, and that sen-power was growing 
so rapidly among them that our naval 
supremacy was not likely to be in the 
future what it had been in the past. We 
had differences with America, France, 
Germany, Russia, and the Transvaal— 
the Crete difficulty is both more recent 
and more general— that might at any 
moment ripen into quarrels and bring 
a strong combination of armed forces 
into the field against us. The continental 
press was almost wholly hostile, and 
Italy alone seemed to breathe a benevo- 
lent neutrality. We were gibed and in- 
sulted, squeezed and threatened, on all 
hands; and we were only spared the 
kicks that are bestowed on the "under 
dog" because our revilers had not a 
whole-hearted belief in the cries they 
uttered and hoped were true. 

To-day we have shaken ourselves free 
from most of the dangers that beset us. 
as a dog rids his coat of water, and we 
stand before false prophets like the Bri- 
tons of old. Moreover, we have lost 
neither dignity nor "face" in the opera- 
tion of clearing the dangers. Atbara 
and Omdurmnn have carried their own 
morals, and the man who believed that 
British soldiers and British diplomacy 
are not what they were has had the 
sialics plucked from his eyes. We are 
aware of the disease called "swelled 
head;" but we believe there is a legiti- 
mate amount of honest pride allowed to 
him who accomplishes a praiseworthy 
feat in the sight of all men. If such 
pride and congratulation be allowed un- 
der any circumstances we believe it can 
be claimed by Britishers at, the pres- 
ent moment. Behold the transforma- 
tion scene. We have won the warm 
friendship of our cousins in the West 
by our sturdy moral support given them 
ungrudgingly in a trying hour. A sup- 
port which they felt assured would yield 
material assistance if events warranted 
it. We have policed the arena and kept 
the ring to see they had a square fight; 
and we have reaped our reward in the 
conference now sitting in Canada, and 
the movements now afoot to bring the 
mother and daughter together in an al- 
liance of hearts as well as words. — 
United Service Gazette. 

MIL MULOCK'S ECONOMIES. 
The Colonist wants the postolllce in- 
spector to impure into the matter of 
three letters taking nine, eight and seven 
days, respectively, to reach Whitewater, 
B.C., from Victoria. Good Colonist, 
you are hard to satisfy. Don't worry 
the postofHce inspector about a little 
matter of that kind. If we told some 
of the experiences of letters in the Boun- 
dary Creek country, you would advocate 
Ihe lynching of the postofHce inspector, 
because he refuses or neglects to in- 
quire into the matter. Nine days from 
Victoria to Whitewater, B. C, is a 
prompt service. It is 20 miles from 
(Land Porhs, B. C, to Greenwood, B. C, 
and it sometimes takes seven days for a 
letter to travel the distance— sometimes 
a letter gives up in disgust and never 
reaches here at all. The postolllce in- 
spector ought to be left alone. He must 
enjoy the interesting irregularities in the 
British Columbia postal service, and his 
pleasures should not be curtailed. The 
people of Boundary Creek used to kick 
ill early days when the service was rea- 
sonably bad, bm now that if is worse 
they are afraid to complain. lest they get 
110 letters at all. The Colonist ought to 
know by this time that, it is never well 
for the postofilce inspector t,, inquire 
mlo matters. Each inquiry means a 
worse service.— Boundary Creek Times.

AN EPIDEMIC OF DIVORCE. 

Ill Considered Marriages Bear Their 
Natural Fruit In New South 
Wales. 

Divorce is becoming so increasingly 
prevalent in New South Wales as to 
have apparently reached the dimensions 
among some classes of an epidemic. The 
main cause of the trouble would seem 
to be ill-considered marriages, but, what- 
ever the reason, the effect of competition 
is being felt in the divorce market, as 
in all other markets, in the cheapening 
of prices. Some suggestive examples of 
this have recently occurred. In one case 
an applicant explained to the judge that 
the reason ho had not secured a divorce 
before was that, he could not afford it at 
prices formerly ruling. Ho tried three 
or four solicitors in 1S'.)2. and the lowest 
quotation was £30, while most of them 
asked £40. Now he was pleading "in 
forma pauperis," and expected to get 
through for £'.i. In any other form, 
counsel explained, divorce was still an 
expensive luxury, in spite of the fall in 
prices. On this particular day the judge 
dealt with a dozen cases, during the 
course of one of which it appeared that 
Sir Alfred Stephen's inclusion of simple 
desertion as a sufficient ground of di- 
vorce had led to people coming from 
Queensland in order to be able to take 
advantage of a provision which does not 
obtain in the northern colony, or in any 
of the other colonies except Victoria.

ItOSSLAND'S ORE DEPOSITS. 

Mining men who visit the Rossland 
camp for the first time are prone to shako 
their beads in an opinioninted way and 
say that there are no veins here. They 
will toll of mineral veins in other coun- 
tries where veins can lie traced for miles. 
These, they say, have perfect walls, 
the mineral is in place, and it is impos- 
sible to work out of the vein. All that 
you have here, they say, is a sort oft a 
mineralized zone, and there is no telling 
sometimes where the ore is to be found, 
and for that reason mining must be un- 
certain and precarious here, because one 
cannot tell when the mineral pay chute 
may be lost. For very similar reasons 
the first experts who visited tin; Rossland 
camp turned down the mining properties 
here, and had it: not been for the faith 
of a few individuals the place might have 
been abandoned. This surely would have 
been the case had the few who were 
faithful to the camp listened to the dic- 
tum of the earlier experts. 

Here is what R. G. McConnell, of the 
geological survey of Canada, had to say 
in part regarding the ore bodies of the 
camp: 

"In this Rossland ore there is a large 
system of lines of fracture with an east 
by west and a northeast by southwest 
trend and a persistent northerly dip, 
along which mote or less ore has con- 
centrated, either as bodies of solid sulph- 
ides or sulphides scattered through the 
country rock. Some of these fissures can 
apparently be traced through several 
1500 foot claims, and along them are the 
large ore Bhutes now being mined or de- 
veloped, the maximum width of the pay 
ore so far being 35 feet and the maxi- 
mum length 210 feet. Many of these 
fissures have been or are now being 
prospected, and in many instances with 
surface indications of the most unfavor- 
able character, the improvement has 
been very marked in the increase of the 
amount of ore and its value, and the 
great probability that more rich ore 
chutes will be found by following these 
fissures has made all such properties 
valuable, and is deciding the commence- 
ment, of extensive exploratory work. The 
surface of these ore chutes is covered 
with the typical iron capping, and ex- 
perience enables the prospector to dis- 
tinguish between disintegrating sulphides 
and barren diorite heavily iron stained 
by the oxidization of the bisilicates or 
the iron pyrites nearly always present 
in the rock. Wherever the ore is found 
to consist of almost pure sulphides it 
will bo found lying along and parallel 
to one wall, after which the ore is more 
or less disseminated by the inclosing 
rock, often following along small fissures 
that in some cases form small veins of 
good ore that run for a considerable dis- 
tance from the main deposit." 

This report was written four years 
since when the camp was in its infancy, 
and since that time the explorations have 
verified the conclusions of Mr. McCon- 
nell. Rich ore chutes have been found. 

This is notably the case with the Le 
Roi, where an ore body that is 42 feet S 
inches wide is now being stoped. What 
difference dues it make. whether the ore 
is found in "perfect veins" or in chutes 
or in dikes as long as the values exist 
and it can be mined at a profit. This 
latter fact is about the only one that the 
investor should take into consideration. 
Because the ore bodies are different here 
from what they are in South Africa or 
California should cut no figure. As far 
as this is concerned the mines of each 
section have different characteristics. 
The only question to be considered, after 
all, is. will mining pay in the Rossland 
camp? This has been satisfactorily an- 
swered, and this should be sufficient an- 
swer to those who criticise the manner 
in which nature lias deposited the gold 
and copper in the Rossland camp.— Ross- 
land Miner.

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A Just Returned Correspondent 
Talks of the Americanizing 
of the Philippines. 



Dictator Ag-uiualdo's Passport— 
A Native Statesman Not 
Highly Bated; 



John O. Knight, who accompanied the 
firat expedition to Manila on the City of 
Sydney, ns the representative of the Ex 
amincr, 1ms arrived home by the troop- 
ship Valencia. He was in Manila dur- 
infc all the exciting times there, saw the 
bombardment of the city and the assault 
by the army. On the subject of the civil 
government now in effect there he says: 

"When I left Manila everything was 
perfectly quiet and there seemed little 
likelihood of further trouble unless the 
insurgent leader, Aguinaldo, should be 
silly enough to provoke it. That he 
might do so was hardly considered prob- 
able, but not by any means impossible. 
The temporary authority enjoyed by tin 
Indian in commanding a ragged lot of 
half-civilized natives does not sit well 
on him. He is inclined to toy with it 
like a child with a new plaything and 
may have to be brought up with a round 
turn. 

"The Americans now have the civil 
government of Manila well in brand. 
l>rovost marshal's office has been estab- 
lished in the walled city under the di 
rection of Brigadier General McArthur. 
and Colonel Jewett has opened the judge 
advocate's oilice in the executive build 
ing, where Gen. Merrltt made his tern 
porary headquarters before leaving for 
I'aris. It may lie said to the credit of 
the Spaniards and other residents of 
Manila that both of these ofllcers have 
not found a great deal of work to do, 

"For the present the civil laws which 
obtained in the islands under Spanish 
rule will remain in force. The lirst 
week the regular police force, composed 
of native Filipinos, was retained to keep 
order, but they were relieved as soon as 
possible, and now all the ixilice work 
is performed by the soldiers, who patrol 
their beats with their ritles slung over 
their shoulders. 

"The work of the customs house ha 
been resumed under the direction of 
Colonel Charles A. Whittior. The old 
duties will remain in effect until the 
question as to the disposition of the is 
lands shall be settled. The Spanish^ff- 
fleers formerly employed in the customs 
house were given the privilege of re- 
maining under the American manage 
ment if they desired, but they all refused 
to enter the service of Uncle Sam. They 
were allowed to go and their places were 
filled by civilians and clerks from the 
army. There were a large number of 
natives employed in the olllce and these 
all accepted the offer to remain in the 
service. 

"Captain Class, of the cruiser Char- 
leston, was appointed by General Merritt 
as captain of the port of Manila, and has 
been ably tilling that position. The post 
offi.ee has also been Americanized and is 
now run as a United States oilice under 
the direction of Postmaster Vail. A 
two-cent stamp will now carry a letter 
from Manila to any part of Uncle Sam's 
domain. 

"When General Merritt loft for Paris 
Major-General Elwell S. Otis was left 
chief in command at Manila. He 
tabllshed his headquarters in the Pa- 
lacio or executive building, vacated by 
General Merritt. 

"Comfortable barracks were found for 
the large number of troops now station- 
ed there and the soldiers on the whole 
are well off. i.'The health of the soldiers 
thus far has been very good, compara 
lively few r fatalities having resulted from 
sickness. Now that the hot season is 
coming on considerable apprehension is 
felt, however, lest Manila may not prov 
to be a healthy place. During the two 
weeks before I left there several eases 
of malaria developed and others are 
likely to follow." 

Mr. Knight, has an interesting souve- 
nir of his stay at Manila in a pass writ- 
ten and signed by Aguinaldo. It is 
written on ordinary white paper in the 
Tagalo language, and is dated July 5, 
1808. At the to]) is a device put on 
with a rubber stamp, much like the post- 
mark on a letter. The words of the 
device are "E. Aguinaldo, Cubernator 
Dictator." The translation and signature 
of the pass are as follows: 

"The bearer of this is an American, 
named Senor John O. Knight. He may 
wander many miles Into the country. 
Lay no impediment in his way, and if he 
hungry feed him. 

"E. AGUINADDO, 

"Auguste Dictator," 

Mr. Knight tells an Interesting Inci- 
dent in connection with the capture of 
Manila on August 115. The little gun 
boat Calluo came up within 250 yards of 
the Malate fort, on the beach just where 
Malate river Hows into the bay. From 
here she opened with her Oe't rapid-fir- 
ing guns on the fort, while the Olympia, 
Raleigh and Petrel, with live-inch guns 
bombarded from, a greater distance. 
When the time came for the advance by 
the army, the First Colorado led across 
Ihe Malate river to occupy the fort: and 
entrenchments on the beach, while the 
First California followed and took the 
advance up the single street of Malate 
to Manila. 

In Ihe excitement of the moment, the 
First California band got ahead of the 
troops and crossed Ihe river in advance. 
The water was waist deep, but just as 
the members of the band got into the 
middle of the street they struck no 
"There'll be a Hot; Time in the Old 
Town To-night." Immediately the sol- 
diers all along the limy tool; it up and 
snug it as they made the advance. 

The street through Malate had been 
barricaded by the Spaniards, but over 
these barricades the First California 
threw themselves, driving the Spaniards 
back. At fho same time they were the 
targets for the Spanish sharpshooters 
concealed in the houses. 

So rapid was the advance of the Cali- 
fornia troops thai detachments of the 
Spaniards were left to right and left of 
them. When the California troops 
reached the Lunetta, at the end of the 
Malate street, Ihe white (lag went up 
over the walls of the city, and the Iroops 
rested anus just outside. One of the 
dehichments of Spaniards that had thus 
been' accidentally flanked, seeing the Am- 
ericans on the Lunetta, not: knowing that 
the white Hag had gone up, and being 
themselves pressed by the insurgents, 
fired on the Oaliforniahs. It was at this 
time that. Dunsmoore was kil'ed and 
Greene, Lieut. Col. Duboce. .Tohn O. 
Knight and Sol. Sheridan, who were lift, 
mediately in the rear of the Californiann. 
wore also fired on as they emerged into 
the open space at the end of the street.

RITUALISM IN ENGLAND. 

Sir "William Ilarcourt on Position of 
Bishops— Archbishops of Canter- 
bury and York Criticized. 

Sir William Vernon Har'court's letter 
to the London Times on the " Position 
of the Bishops," in respect to lawlessness 
in the Church of England, meaning il- 
legal ritualistic practices, which was re- 
ferred to in a recent cable despatch from 
London, ia in part as follows: 

In order to terminate the controversy 
respecting lawlessness in the church, we 
are invited by the Dean of Windsor and 
Lord Criinborne to lay aside all dis- 
quietude ami trust to the bishops. Be- 
fore we can accept that anodyne, it is 
necessary to satisfy ourselves as to the 
true position and authority of the epis- 
copate in regard to the established 
church. It is truly said that the national 
church of England in its foundation was 
a compromise between conflicting opin- 
ions. But in order thai, this compromise 
should be established on a linn and last- 
ing basis, it was necessary that it should 
rest on some national sanction. It is, of 
course, a question whether there 'should 
be a national church at all; but if there 
is to be such a ebruch, it must be based 
on a national authority, and the only 
national authority which we recognize 
is that of the crown and of parliament. 
This principle was the bedrock of the 
reformation in the sixteenth century, and 
the three great pillars on which tin 1 
Church of England was reared were the 
act of the submission of the clergy (25th 
lib. VIII.;, the act of supremacy of the 
crown, and the successive acts of uni- 
formity of public Worship and doctrine, 
The first removed the government of the 
church from ecclesiastical authority, ex- 
cept so far as it was permitted and de- 
lined by the crown and parliament The 
second established the rights of the laity 
as represented by the national authority 
to control the national church. The third 
defined in the Liturgy and the articles 
the practice, the ritual ami the doctrines 
to which the bishops ami the clergy of 
the establishment were obliged by law 
to conform. No ecclesiastic, whether 
bishop or parson, has any authority to 
depart from the teflns of this charter. 

The serious question at. this crisis is 
that of the conduct of the bishops to- 
ward this deliberate campaign against 
the law of the church. They are the 
legally appointed guardians of that law. 
They have the authority and the duty 
to enforce it. They have no authority 
to alter or to modify it. It: is contrary 
to their sacred obligation to sanction or 
to countenance it* violation, How have 
they fulfilled or how are they fulfilling 
that charge V 

I have already called attention to the 
declaration of the Archbishop of Canter- 
bury that he is prepared, contrary to the 
express words of the act of 1872, to 
sanction additional services which do 
not " form part of the Bible or prayer 
book," but which represent what, he indi- 
vidually regards as "parallel" to the 
prayer book." This perversion of the 
plain words of the statute has, 1 think, 
been universally rejected by every man 
of plain common sense. It is nothing 
less than a claim to compose a series of 
supplementary prayer books according to 
the imagination of each prelate. 

We may form a fair estimate of the 
sort of new prayer book we might ex- 
pect from the present episcopate in a 
study of that unfortunate composition, 
ihe reply of the archbishops to the Apos- 
tolic letter of the Pope, in which tin? sim- 
plicity of the language of the English 
Liturgy bus been elaborately trans- 
formed into the vocabulary of Home. 
So far from maintaining uniformity of 
public worship, these private liturgical 
experiments would only introduce an in- 
finite variety of doctrine and ritual in 
any diocese, according to the temporary 
diversity of episcopal proclivities, and I 
am not sure that in the long career of 
fho Archbishop himself his successive 
liturgical paraphrases would not have 
exhibited very marked discrepancies. Bat 
in this gospel chaos the Primate has a 
coadjutor whose attack on the law of 
the church is much more frank and out- 
spoken. 1 have seen a remarkable and 
significant declaration by the present 
Archbishop of York. 

lie at least does not beat about the 
bush. He considers the law— a law, be 
it observed, which 1ms been enacted by 
pailinmont, after careful consideration of 
the modern requirements of the church 
by a commission and by a convocation 
only twelve years before— to be a "griev- 
ous hindrance" which "injuriously re- 
strains his liberty." lie has little doubt 
that " in time it will by evasion become 
practically obsolete," and though he ad- 
mits that this practice is "at once tedi- 
ous and discreditable," he invites his 
clergy to accept this discreditable process 
and "so far as they may hasten the 
inevitable issue." He does not for a 
moment pretend, like the Archbishop of 
Canterbury, that it can be reconciled 
with the law; on the contrary, he af- 
firms that it " is contrary to the law 
But bishops are above the law, and their 
authority is " prior to acts of parlia- 
ment," by which they will sanction ser- 
vice which he asserts that the law has 
forbidden. 

When such language is addressed to 
the clergy by a bishop, who can be sur- 
prised that lawlessness is rampant in 
the church 7 What authority is at hand 
to restrain this organized assault on the 
rock of the reformation ? Will the 
bishops, with a clear voice, a firm hand 
and a straightforward mind, resist this 
lawless enterprise, or will they continue 
to palliate and connive at, oven if they 
do not encourage, the violation of the 
plain law of the church V The duty of 
their office is to enforce that law, and 
not to be astute in finding pretexts for 
evading it. If the prelates of to-day 
showed a tithe of the courage and good 
faith of Archbishops Tait and Thomson, 
the appeal to their discretion might com- 
mand a respect to which they have 
SUOWn as vet but. little title. 

Th.' Duke of Argyll has pointed out 
the difficulty of creating new organiza- 
tions for enforcing discipline or changing 
the doctrine and services of the church. 
That is not what is required. The great 
body of tin; laity of the church desire no 
change. What they demand is that the 
clergy should obey the law, and that the 
bishops should not assist them in break- 
ing it. 

On the same subject; the Bishop of 
Hereford said, in the course of his 
opening address at the Hereford diocesan 
conference: 

" Bishop's jus liturgicum, or, in plain 
English, bis power to draw up or sanc- 
tion special forms of service for' use in 
our church, is limited by the words of 
(he Act of Uniformity Amendment Act, 
1S72, which declare that a special ser- 
vice must contain nothing which does 
not form part of Holy Scripture or the 
Book of Common Prayer, excepting an- 
thems or hymns. It. is held by some 
that the reasonable understanding of 
this provision is that it gives power lo 
a bishop to sanction any prayers or ser- 
vices which, though not in the exact 
language of the Bible or Prayer-book, 
are in his judgment in accordance with 
the spirit and doctrine of the Bible ami 
the Prayer-book. This at first sight 
would seem lo be a not unreasonable 
contention, but when examined more 
closely if is found to open the door to an 
amount of liberty of interprelatior which 
Can hardly have been intended, and 



which, notwithstanding my personal de- 
votion to liberty, 1 feel almost afraid to 
contemplate. 

What might be the result in course of 
time of the exercise of this vaguely de- 
fined power by 33 diocesan bishops, all 
liable to be inlluenecd in the process, I 
might even say " squeezed " by their 
various clergy, I do not venture to pre- 
dict. One thing, however, is tolerably 
certain. The prayer book would be over- 
laid by a mass of clerically made ser- 
vices, made no doubt by pious men, with 
the best intentions, but in part dug up 
from all Sorts of ecclesiastical quarters 
and full of idiosyncrasies. 

The Church of England, as by law 
established, is based on the rock of Holy 
Scripture. The united public worship 
of the church is that of the prayer book. 
Every parish priest is bound to minister 
this worship to the parish unchanged 
and unadulterated, and no bishop has 
power to go beyond or contravene this 
fundamental law. The importance of 
Ihis is understood when we reflect that 
that it constitutes the one indispensable 
guarantee and security of our abiding, 
unbroken and peaceful union as a com- 
prehensive national church. 

■\\ nnt liberty of common worship have 
we within the walls of our parish 
church '! The church stands as Cod's 
House in the Centre of every parish. It 
is there to be the focus of the spiritual 
life of the community; to be used for 
all common religious uses, provided that 
everything be done decently and in order, 
and so as to tend to reverence and edifi- 
cation. How, then, is this to be most 
nearly realized, and what authority 
should regulate these uses of the parish 
church for the good of' the community, 
over and above the uses regulated by 
the acts of uniformity'.' In considering 
these and other questions of current in- 
terest, we are in considerable danger of 
forgetting the general body of the people, 
and thinking too exclusively of the 
clergy, who, after all, are only Ihe peo- 
ple's ministers in these matters. "What 
is Paul, and what is A polios ? Minis- 
ters by whom ye believed V " " Our- 
selves your servants for Jesus' sake." 

Any expansive uses of the parish 
church should have the sympathy of 
the laity, and should not be introduced 
without the sanction and approval of 
the general body of lay opinion in the 
church. Otherwise we run the risk of 
a dangerous cleavage between clerical 
claims and sentiment and the feeling and 
convictions of the main body of church 
people; and it might become a grave 
misfortune if clergy-made forms of wor- 
ship could be thrust upon parishes, 
pressed upon the young and the ignorant, 
ami made to grow into church usage, on 
the initiative of any incumbent, with the 
sanction of any bishop, to say nothing 
of the confusion that might arise through 
the varying usages in different dioceses.

ORE EXHIBITS AT OMAHA. 

British Columbia and Washington Miner- 
als at the Great E.spasltlon. 

from Omaha World-Herald. 

To the miner. Investor or prospective 
Investor tin? exhibits of the state of 
Washington and British Columbia, loca- 
ted In the northwest, corner of the Mines 
and Mining building are among the most 
interesting at the whole exposition, and 
ones to which any person Interested In 
such matters from either a business or 
scientific standpoint will return a number 
of times. 

The Washington exhibit, which extends 
along both the west and north walls, has 
above it a large portrait of Washington, 
with eagle nnd ting above It, for a sign, 
while the Stars and Stripes and Union 
Jack appear together above the exhibit 
of British Columbia. Both exhibits are In 
charge of L. K. Armstrong, a thoroughly 
well-posted gentleman on rocks, ores and 
minerals. 

One pleasing feature of the two exhibits 
is that they are made up exclusively of 
commercial ores, taken from the different 
mines just as they run. It is not n 
"specimen" exhibit ia any way, although 
there are a number of very rich pieces 
of ore which, however, but fairly repre- 
sent the properties from which they were 
taken. The ores are classified on points 
of value— gold, silver, copper and lead. 
GOLD ORES. 
Washington is not a free gold producing 
Ptnte, the great amount of precipitation 
bringing the zone of oxydlzatlon very close 
to tin' surface, so that base ores are fre- 
quently found on it. The mlrferalB are usu- 
ally in combination with sulphides, making 
them " roasting " ores. A notnble excep- 
tion to this rule Is found In the Republic 
mlDe, In which the ores rim from $40 
up to ?S00 per ton of absolutely free 
gold. The ore shoot at one point Is 1G 
fiet wide nnd 200 feet long, none of the 
ore running less than $200 per ton. The 
greatest feature of this minoi however, is 
the extreme fineness of the gold. It occurs 
in a milky white, finely granulated rock, 
nnd under even the strongest glass no 
gold can be seenln It. The company bus 
recently put In an electro-cyanide plant 
which Is very successful, saving between 
07 and !),'! per cent, of the gold, which Is 
too line to be saved successfully by the 
ordinary free gold milling process. Exhibi- 
tion visitors, it. may be Incidentally said, 
will waste time Inquiring for stock in the 
Republic mine, as there is none of it on 
the market. 

SOURCE OF SIUVIOR. 

The principal source of silver in Wash- 
ington, nt which the exhibit contains a 
great number of large pieces, Is the ar- 
gentiferous galena. And so far ns Washing- 
ton Is concerned, It can be stated that not- 
withstanding, the low price of silver as 
measured In gold the mines are not being 
worked for the lead. ft Is true that la 
some mines the value of the lead Is as 
great or greater than the value of the sil- 
ver, but n large proportion of them run 
about ,"0 per cent, lead and from 00 to 70 
ounces In silver. As examples of proper- 
ties which do not run this way may he 
mentioned on one side the Bonanza mine, 
Which runs .",'> per cent. lend, ten ounces 
In silver and 27 prr cent. Iron, nnd the 
ISagle mine at. Chewclnh, which runs five 
to 00 per cent, lead and from 50 to uOO 
ounces of silver. 

The figures given above will sound big 
even to persons somewhat familiar with 
mining, and In fnet they are big. Hut In 
connection with them It must be remem- 
bered that tlie highest grade of argenti- 
ferous lend ore In the world Is found 'la 
the rnclllc northwest. 

STRANG E COPPER ORIU 

The Washington copper ori'S, ns shown In 
the exhibit, are very different from those 
of tin? Lake Superior region. The Intter 
run under It per cent., but. what there Is 
of It Is pure copper. In Washington the 
copper Is In the form of n sulphide nnd 
goes direct to the smelter from the mine. 
One of the new copper mines, located 
about forty miles from Spokane, Is ship- 
ping large quantities of ore which runs 
25 per cent, metallic copper by the enrtond 



just as It comes from the mine. 

The mineral belt la Washington Is In the 
form of a horseshoe, one heel being In 
the eastern part of the stnte nnd extend- 
ing Into Idaho, while the other heel Is In 
the Cascade mountains. In the southwest 
part of the state. In the north half of the 
state ores of copper usually carry gold. 
In Bay State couipuny's mine, ns also the 
La Pletir mine, the gold value Is nearly 
equal to that of the copper, and there are 
also small values 111 silver. 

One fine sample of silver ore In the ex- 
hiblt is from u mine In the Huckleberry 
mountains, which carries from 200 to 
1,100 ounces la sliver and $10 In gold per 
ton. The sample Itself Is worth $50 and is 
from a blanket vela two to four feet wide. 
A carload a day is shipped from the mine, 
which Is paying big dividends. The ore Is 
much la demand by the smelters, being sip 
lefous ore, of which very little is found 
in Washington. The Black Hills and 
Washington In this respect might, make a 
good trade so far ns treatment of ore Is 
concerned, the former having a very largo 
proposition of slllolous ores. 

There are two other pieces of silver 
lead ore worthy of particular mention, 
and it would take a $100 bill to cover the 
value In them. One Is from, a body of ore 
running GO per cent, lead and 120 ounces 
la silver, and the other carries 75 per 
cent, lend and 500 ounces In silver. There 

; are also two bars of sliver, each worth 
$25, which are more valuable still as be- 
ing the first made by a smelter in the state 

■ lit Washington. 

I Among the rare minerals shown by 
Washington are samples of Erclberglte, 
or argentiferous gray copper ; molybden- 
1 ite, the sulphide of molybdenum ; native 
! silver ; nntlmonlhl. There are also sam- 
ples of bituminous coal, coke, Iron ore, or- 
I uamcntal and polished stone, marble and 
! slate, of which there Is one slab two by six 
; feet In size. 

BRITISH COLUMBIA, 
i In the exhibit of British Columbia, which 
, Is Immediately east of (hat of Washington, 
and which Is also lu charge of L. K, Arm- 
. strong there are five tons of ore character- 
' Istlc of different districts In the province, 
i There are over 1,000 specimens, and COn- 
i nected with some of them are stories which 
If not well known as true, would be set 
: down as the fnlry tales of a dreamer. 
There are, for example, samples from the 
! Le Rol mine, tlie stock of which six years 
I ago went begging nt 5 cents u share, and 
lit wns with difficulty Hint the money was 
obtained at this price for stock with which 
to develope the property. Since then the 
' mine has paid $1,000,000 in dividends, be- 
: sides paying $500,000 for development 
j work and equipment, and building a S2.10,- 
000 smelter. The stock lu place of selling 
! for r> cents n shnre Is now held nt $(> per 
share and the owners of It nre not look- 
. ing for purchasers even nt that figure. The 
present dally shipment from the Le Rol 
Is from 300 to -100 tons, 
j There are also samples from the War 
Eagle, which recently sold for $1100,000 ; 
from the Victoria which was sold a few 
; days ago for a large sum to a Spoknne 
1 banker nnd from other mines which have 
made their discoverers or purchasers weal- 
thy. The famous Cariboo mine, which was 
recently reorganized and Is paying big di- 
vidends monthly, nlso Is represented by n 
number of samples. 
1 The latter mine— tlie Cariboo— Is particu- 
larly Interesting to Omaha visitors, as It 
j Is In the same district and adjoining the 
Lemon mine, now being developed by Om- 
aha capital. The Lemon mines and ad- 
joining claims owned by the company have 
n fine exhibit, nnd one which for one pe- 
culiarity will hold the attention of a min- 
ing man. It Is an Ideal ore to work, for In 
place of having to send It to a smelter, 
tlie values can easily be saved by a stamp 
mill and concentrators. There Is one piece 
of ore from the Lemon mine, development 
work on which Is being pushed nnd which 
Is rapidly Hearing the producing stage, 
weighing over 100 pounds. Tlie ore Is 
still increasing In' value, as does that of the 
oilier mines la the district, as depth is at- 
tained, but it lul.s already reached and pass- 
ed the paying point. 

Aside from the gold ores, one of the In- 
teresting fenturcs of the exhibit of Bri- 
tish Columbia Is a block of Crow's Ne 
coal, from the 100-foot vein, to get to which 
a railroad was built.

Many of 
the scallm; vessels are on their way hum" 
after one of the must successful senson's 
catches for some yenrs, one vessel having 
taken over 1.100 skins. The United States 
1 as contended that the seal herd has 
shown a great fulling off In recent yenrs, 
but the lnrge catch this yenr disproves 
this view. Singular to say, neither dur- 
ing this year nnr last hnve the scalers 
met with any senls branded by Prof. Stnrr 
Jordan on the American rookeries. Prof. 
Jordan adopted this method for the pur- 
pose of spoiling the skins and rendering 
them unmarketable. When' the branded 
seals disappear to Is a mystery. Certainly 
Canadians are not being dispoiled by the 
branding methods. The only effect, it lins 
had is to diminish the number In the 
rookeries. 

't he Aim rican commissioners are put out 
by the news from the Pacific coast of the 
vigorous agitation begun In Seattle, San 
Francisco and other coast cities against 
any transfer to Canada of the disputed 
const strip at the head of Lynn Canal.

As far ns 
access to the Yukon Is concerned, Canada 
could get cbntro! of the ports and passes 
by a transfer of less than fifty squnre 
miles of land now held by the United 
Slates. or a strip of a little over two 
miles long, following the line of the White 
Pnss, through which a railway Is now 
being construct! d Into the Yukon terri- 
tory. The clamor from the West Is silcll 
thai la the case of reciprocity there will 
probably be no definite agreement arrived 
at till aftor the state elections. The re- 
ciprocity subcommittee Is now hard at 
work, and schedules are under discussion 
showing the trend of trade. To deputa- 
tions of Canadian manufacturers who wait-

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Mr. Mills Contends That the Dom- 
inion Cannot Legislate on 
Prohibition. 



"Would Be an Attempt to Override 
the Power Conferred on 
Legislatures. 



The proprietors of the Driard hotel and 
Bank Exchange saloon were charged in 
the city police court yesterday with Bell- 
ing liquor on "Plebiscite Day" contrary 
to the Plebiscite act. The prosecution 
of the Driard was dropped, the author! 
ties securing no evidence of the sale of 
liquor. 

The case of the proprietor of the Bank 
Exchange was proceeded with, and Mr, 
S. Perry Mills, who appeared for the 
defence, raised several interesting points, 
going so fur ns to argue that the Domin- 
ion parlinrncnt did not have the power 
to pass a prohibition act. He argued 
that from the wording of section G of 
the Plebiscite act, the legislature had 
merely adopted the proceedings "as near- 
ly as inny be for the purpose of sub 
mitting the question to the electors, ob- 
taining an answer thereto and ascer- 
taining the result of the vote," the sec 
tion saying: "The same proceeding as 
nearly as may be shall be had ns in the 
case of a general Dominion election." 
Under the Dominion Election act the 
sections referring to the granting of a 
poll, etc., are under the heading "Pro 
ceedings," whereas section 83 of the Do 
minion Election act, relating to the clos- 
ing of saloons and the selling of intoxi 
eating liquor comes under the heading 
of "Keeping peace and good order at 
elections." The headings prefixed to the 
sets of sections could be regarded as 
preambles to those sections to explain 
ambiguities. Mr. Mills also contended 
that the legislature docs not pretend to 
make any alterations in law beyond what 
it expressly declares and section S3 was 
an encroachment on rights or imposing 
a burden on the saloon keeper by com- 
pelling him to close his business and lose 
the profits of the day. The general rule 
in such case says that the language 
must, if not in express words, be clear 
by implication beyond reasonable doubt. 
In Hodge t. The Queen it had been held 
that the province of Ontario could make 
regulations in the nature of police or 
municipal regulations of a local charac- 
ter for the good government of taverns, 
which did not interfere with the gen- 
eral regulations of trade and commerce. 
This was another reason why the lan- 
guage in the Plebiscite act should be 
expressed beyond any reason of doubt. 
In the Attorney-General of Ontario v. 
tie Attorney-General of the Dominion it 
bad been held that local prohibition nu 
thorized by the Ontario act 53 Victoria 
Chap. DO, was within the powers of the 
provincial legislature and that the Can- 
ada Temperance act so far as it purport- 
ed to repeal the old provincial act was 
ultrn vires of the Dominion parliament 
and that the prohibition provisions of 
the Temperance act were only valid 
when duly brought into operation in any 
provincial area as relating to the "peace 
and good government of Canada." Then 
section 83 of the Dominion Elections act 
had been inserted prior to receipt of the 
privy council decisions. It was a well 
known fact that it had been the tend- 
ency of some of the governments of the 
Dominion to encroach on provincial 
rights, that these encroachments had 
been resisted successfully on almost 
every occasion by Sir Oliver Mowat and 
therefore section 83 should be looked 
upon and scrutinized with the greatest 
suspicion. 

The most interesting point raised by 
Mr. Mills was that the Dominion parlia- 
ment did not have the power to pass a 
prohibition act. Under section 07 of the 
li. N. A. aet, he said, authority was 
conferred on the local legislatures as 
plenary and as ample within the pre 
scribed limits ns the Imperial parliament 
could bestow and within those limits of 
subjects the local legislature is su 
preme. If it were conceded that the 
parliament of Canada had authority to 
make laws applicable to the whole Do- 
minion in relation to matters which in 
each province are subjects of local or 
private interests, upon the assumption 
that the matters concerned the "peace, 
order and good government of the Do- 
minion" there would hardly be a subject 
mentioned in section 02 of the B. N. A. 
net upon which it might not legislate to 
the exclusion of the provincial legisla- 
ture. Tlic provinces have express power 
to legislate for shop, saloon and other 
licenses in order to raise a revenue for 
provincial, locnl or municipal purposes. 
For the Dominion to pass a prohibitory 
law a.s proposed would virtually be an 
attempt, to override the power conferred 
on the provincial legislature by the Im- 
perial parliament, because to prohibit the 
sale of liquors would be depriving the 
legislature of a means of raising a rev- 
enue by liquor licenses for provincial or 
municipal purposes. In closing Mr. Mills 
referred to the fact that the saloons had 
kept open in Ontario, Quebec and nlso 
in Vancouver on election day. 

The magistrate reserved his decision 
on the points raised by Mr. Mills and the 
case went over to a date to be set.

TREATMENT OF INTEMPERANCE. 

Sir: I see In to-day's Colonist you pub- 
lish nn article from La Patrle, In which 
prohibition Is attacked on three grounds, 
viz.: (n.) That It has been a failure where 
tried; (u.) that It would involve direct 
taxation through loss of revenue; (c.) that 
It would close a local market for grain. 
The llrst indictment Is fulse, as everyone 
who will make himself acquainted with 
the facts will admit; for whore It has not 
teen a complete success, the fault has been 
either with the law Itself (not being com ■ 
prclicnslre enough), ■ or with the method 
iu which It has been carried out. The sec- 
ond and third Indictments have been so 
well threshed out In the receut plebiscite 
campaign, and are so absurd on their faces, 
that It Is unnecessary to trouble about 
them here. Eor the proposition that u 
community Is prosperous just as fur as 
each individual comprising It is prosperous 
must be subscribed to by every Intelligent 
person. Now, what does the true pros 
perity of a community consist of? Al 
must nduilt that a community Is prosperous 
or the reverse Just as far as each and 
every individual comprising that commu 
nlty enjoys the greatest amount of happl 
ness possible, and conversely the happiness 
of each Individual will be greater propor- 
tionately us the eommuulty as a whole 
is happy, This being so, it la obviously 
the duly of every man and woman (for the 
greatest happiness to the greatest number 
Is the object aimed at by all true morality) 
to make a determined effort to sweep 
from our midst all habits and conditions 
which tend to decrease the sum of happi- 
ness In the world. That the Indiscriminate 
use of alcohol has tended, and Is tending, 
very markedly Indeed In this direction, If 
not more so than any other form of abuse 
cannot be denied by anyone. Iudeed, so 
much Is this the case that Sir Andrew- 
Clarke, whose medical and scientific at- 
tainments were second to none, states that 
so much has he been Impressed by the 
gigantic amount of evil wrought by this 
curse that he has often been on the point 
of throwing up his profession and going 
on B crusade against it. No one has, how- 
ever, attempted to deny the evil effects 
of alcohol, even the opponents of prohibi- 
tion only differing as to the means of at- 
taining the end. Now, there Is u very 
large section of the population of Canada, 
and this by far the most Intelligent por- 
tion of the community, which Is convinced 
that radical treatment is the proper course 
to follow with regard to this disease of 
society, and Is desirous of demonstrating 
to all by experiment that this treatment 
will be effective, surely all who are sin- 
cerely desirous of attaining the end In view- 
will be willing to give a fair trial to this 
proposed method, since If It Is Ineffective 
there will be no valid reasons against try 
lug other measures.

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A SMART RUN TO PORT 



Canadian-Australian Steamer War- 
imoo lleaches Port Ahead of 
x Her Time Table Date. 



The Str. Mona's Experience Des- 
cending the Stihiiie — The 
Yamaguchi Maru. 



After another smart run from the 
South Sea colonies, the It. M.S. AVnrri- 
moo, Captain William Hay, arrived here 
yesterday afternoon, full twenty-four 
hours iu advance of her time table date. 
She left Sydney at 2:10 on the afternoon 
of September 10, and bad moderate to 
strong westerly winds to Wellington, 
reached at 5:00 p.m. on the 14th ult. 
This port was left at u the next day, 
unsettled weather and northeast winds 
holding with the ship until Suva, Fiji, 
was reached. From there the liner pro- 
ceeded on her voyage at 7:45 the follow- 
ing morning, experiencing fresli trade 
winds througli the Fiji group which was 
cleared the same evening. Thence to 
Honolulu the trades were variable and 
unsteady, the equator being crossed on 
the afternoon of September 24 and Hono- 
lulu made on the 29th. The Hawaiian 
capital was left behind the next day, 
tlie trades continuing until the 3rd inst, 
when the wind hauled to the northeast 
with line weather all the way to Flat- 
tery, reached at 11 o'clock yesterday 
morning. The most important incidents 
of the voyage were the speaking of the 
Aoraugi, south of Portland island, N.Z., 
on the morning of the lOtli September, 
and of the Miowera on September 30, 
six hours out of Honolulu. On the 2Gth 
ult. a large waterspout was observed 
in latitude S north, longitude 105:30 west, 
Of the passengers the most notable is 
Miss Marsden, who has been making 
an extended stay in Siberia, studying 
the leper problem, in connection with 
which she has more recently been spend 
ing some time at Molokai. The freight 
list of the Warrimoo totalled 1,320 tons 
for Canadian ports, or 3,32(5 tons in all 
the Canadian shipments being: 1,080 
cases preserved meats, 700 carcases unit 
ton, 228 cases fruit, 0,050 sacks sugar, 
10 cases frozen hares and 8 cases frozen 
rabbits (an experimental shipment for 
the American market), 149 bales fm-s, 
S7 bags coffee, 174 bundles bananas, 15 
crates pineapples, 18S bales hemp, and 
18 packages sundries.

INFORMATION ON NAVIGATION. 

The department of marine and fisheries 
has issued the following notice to marin- 
ers: Captain Walbran has located 
Mouse rock, off Ivory island, junction of 
Sea forth channel and Millbank sound, 
about Yi cable west of the position shown 
on admiralty chart No. 2,449. This 
rock is of very small extent, has a 
depth of 5 feet on it at extreme low 
water, and is marked by kelp. The mas- 
ter of t he Quadra also reports that 
Denny rock is not dangerous, no depth 
of less than 7 fathoms being found. lie 
also reports that the shoal shown on ad- 
miralty chart No. 584, north of Village 
island, and on the starboard side of the 
dotted track in Templar channel, Clnyo- 
quot sound, west coast, of Vancouver 
island, is actually further west than 
shown, and on the port side of the 
steamboat track is a rock of small ex- 
tent, slightly marked by kelp, and has 
a depth of 4 feet on it at low water 
spring tides. There is a depth of 4 
fathoms close to it on each side, except 
to the southward, where a ledge exists 
witli 2'/ t fathoms on it. He further 
reports the existence of two rocks off 
the eastern shore of Wakennenish island, 
on the port side of the fairway. The 
more southerly rock has 4 feet on it at 
low water springs, the more northerly 
dries 2 feet. Both these rocks 
marked by kelp. Midway between them 
is a small patch with 12 feet on it, 3 nnd 4 
fathoms on each side Of it. Captain 
Foot reports that the large bank ex- 
tending into Disappointment, inlet, from 
its east shore, extends farther north than 
shown on the chart , and that a channel 
with 2\'-< fathoms runs close to the is- 
lands on the west shore. 

TO RELIEVE CONGESTION. 

In consequence of the interruption in 
the service caused by tin? accident to 
the Kinshiu Maru it is probable that an 
extra ship will be placed on the Nippon 
Yusen Kaisha line for a trip or so. There 
is already n cargo awaiting the Ynma- 
guschi Maru in Seattle and it is feared 
that long before the next regular sailing 
another cargo will hnve accumulated. 
The local agent, J. II. Rogers, is work- 
ing hard to have the steamers call here 
regularly on the outward voyage as 
well ns on the inward trip but owing to 
the Ftigel Sound manager having resign- 
ed within the last few days an early re- 
ply to Ids correspondence on the mat- 
ter is not looked for.

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RAILWAY TO CARIROO. 

Every Probability of a Line to Cariboo 
Being Built Within a Short 
Time. 

The announcement that there is every 
probability of a railway to Cariboo being 
built within a short time will be received 
with much satisfaction. For many years 
better and cheaper communication with 
the great mineral district, the riches of 
which first made British Columbia fam- 
ous throughout the world, has been a 
subject which has engrossed much atten- 
tion. At various times charters for the 
construction of a railway to Cariboo 
have been granted by the provincial leg- 
islature, which also gave expression to 
its desire for the consummation of such 
an enterprise by granting a liberal laud 
grant as a subsidy towards the cost of 
the line. But from one reason and an- 
other nothing practical has been accom- 
plished, and "old Cariboo" has conse- 
quently seen itself passed in development 
by other mineral districts which, have 
been opened up by railways. 

Now, however, the News-Advertiser 
is able lo state that there is every proba- 
bility of work on the construction of a 
railway to Cariboo being commenced in 
the spring. Although we have been 
aware that negotiations to this end have 
been in progress for some time, it was 
the desire of those concerned in them 
that nothing should be published until 
matters had readied a certain stage. 
This has now been done and we are ac- 
cordingly able to give some details 
in regard to the matter.- 

At the lust session of the legislature 
a charter was granted for the incorpora- 
tion of the CariboorOmlueca Chartered 
Company, the object of which was, 
among other things, to improve the navi- 
gation of the waters of the Eraser, Ne- 
cliaco, and Stewart rivers, so as to make 
it possible for steamers to pass from the 
mouth of the Quesnelle river and the 
Tatla lakes up the rivers named above 
and thus open up a means of communi- 
cation with the districts traversed by 
them and the important Peace river 
region. The charter passed the legislat- 
ure without opposition, and was to come 
into force on a proclamation by the lieu- 
tenant-governor iu council on the com- 
pany carrying out certain details. This 
has been complied with, and the charter 
was duly proclaimed on September 3rd 
last. 

Among other conditions imposed on 
the company was one that during the 
seasons (corresponding ns nearly as pos- 
sible i to the period of navigation) of 
1SUS-!) and 1000, it should keep exploring 
parties in the held in the Omineca, Cas- 
siar and Cariboo districts and furnish to 
the government full and complete records 
of such explorations. Through the com- 
pany's manager in Canada, Mr. R. G. 
Tatlow, the government has been noti- 
fied that the exploring party started out 
this season from Quesnelle Mouth to ex- 
amine what improvements must be made 
to render navigation possible. 

In the meantime the company had en- 
tered into negotiations which have ended 
in the purchase by it of the charter of 
the Cariboo Railway Company, a charter 
originally granted in 1800 and amended 
and continued in 1804. This Act pro- 
vides for the construction of a railway 
(either standard or narrow- guage) from 
a point on the Canadian Pacific railway 
between Kainloops and Ashcroft to a 
point near Barkerville. By an amend- 
ment to the Act passed in 1897 the com- 
pany is required to fix its initial point 
and the approximate line of route before 
May 8th, IS!)'.), and also to commence 
work on the road before that date, the 
line having to be completed by May, 
1003. 

The Cariboo-Omineca Chartered Com- 
pany has paid the owners of the Cariboo 
Railway Company a substantial sum for 
the charter, and it may, therefore, be 
assumed that it purposes to carry out 
the work under the charter, which im- 
plies the commencement of operations at 
an early date. The carrying out of such 
nn enterprise implies something of nn 
importance to the interior of the province 
secondary only to the construction of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway. By the rail- 
way and steamboat communication 
which will be secured, a region of enor- 
mous area and believed to be very rich 
in mineral and other resources will be 
made accessible, and development of 
those resources will then proceed on 
many lines, and under these circum- 
stances it is not probable that the new 
owners of these franchises will allow 
any delay to occur which will jeopardise 
( hem, since the legislature would not 
be likely to renew them except on terms 
which would be much more onerous, even 
if it were disposed to renew them on any 
condition. By the Subsidy Act the com- 
pany will be entitled to a land grant of 
"20,000 acres per mile of railway, if of 
standard guage, or 10,000 acres per mile 
of narrow guage. 

The construction of the railway and 
the improvement of the navigation of 
these great inland waterways will make 
tributary fo Vancouver a new and vast 
region which will afford a large and 
profitable field for the enterprise of her 
merchants and traders, while it will 
bring about great commercial and in- 
dustrial activity throughout the interior 
of the province.

CAKLYLH ON JESUS AND SHAKES- 
PEARE. 

In his Heroes and Hero Worship, Car- 
lyle spenks of Shakespeare as the greatest 
Intellect who has left record of himself 
In literature. Mr. Frank Harris, of the 
London Saturday Review, when a youth, 
had a conversation with Carlyle on this 
passage, and the sage of Chelsea upheld 
the pre-eminence of Shakespeare's Intel- 
lect even as against that of Jesus. Mr. 
Harris gives In the Saturday Review an 
account of his talk. He began by quoting 
the passage from Heroes and Hero Wor- 
ship. The narrative then continues as 
follows: 

" 'Did you mean," I continued nerronslr, 
'did you menu that he (Shakespeare) was 
greater than JesuB?' 

•' 'I suppose I did,' he said, after a 
pause, and then, decisively: '1 suppose I 
tlld.' 

"As he didn't seem Inclined to continue 
1 took my courage In both hands aud be- 
gan resolutely to put forth my Ideas on 
the subject. Tills was no new thought 
to me, and knowledge, or what I took for 
knowledge, gave me confidence. 

" 'In the same book,' I said, 'yon mea- 
sure some one— Luther, I think— by tho 
extremes in him, by his courage, and his 
tenderness. Judged In this way, surely 
Jesus was greater than anyone, greater 
than Luther, greater than Shakespeare. 
He must have known what nwalted Him 
In Jerusalem, and yet he went Into the 
city publicly— at the head of a procession 
In fact— a braver deed, It seems to mc 
than Luther's entry into Worms, or than 
anything we know of Shakespeare and no 
one has ever reached such pathetic tender- 
ness as "O Jerusalem, Jerusalem, thou 
that killcst the prophets and stonest them 
which are sent unto thee; how often 
would I have gathered thy children to- 
gether, even ns a hen gathers her chick- 
ens under her wings, and ye would not! 
Iiehold, your house Is left unto you do 
solute." " 

"As I paused Carlyle stopped walking 
nnd began, ns If half to himself, with his 
strongest Doric nccent 

" 'That's always affected me greatly, 
thnt prophesy, and Its fulfilment, tho old, 
elo' men.' After a long pause he went 
on: 'Ye turn my own weapons against 
me, nnd I hardly know what to sny. I've 
not thought of the matter for long. Rev 
erence Is gowl, and Jesus— Jesus was won- 
derful' (the old man's brains seemed to 
move slowly); 'the central figure He was 
In a tragedy that perpetually renews It- 
self, that Is of nil times; but Shakespeare 
—when I wrote thnt I knew him better- 
Shakespeare wns a world; look at the 
humor of him; think of Falstnff, mon 
nnd then, triumphantly: 'Jesus had no 
Flnstafr In Him.' 

" 'Hut humor Isn't everything,' I began, 
hotly, for It seemed to me that his proof 
was anything but conclusive; 'there Is 
nothing In humor as fine as the "Love 
your enemies;" "Re ye perfect;" "Neither 
do I accuse thee." The "Why bust thou 
forsaken me7" seems to me the most pn- 
thetlc, the most significant, the most beau- 
tiful phrase that was ever uttered." 

" 'Rut, mon, he hadn't Fnlstan" In Him,' 
nnd again he shook with laughter at the 
bare name of the old white-headed Satan. 
Again and again I returned to the charge, 
but that was all I could get— 'Mon, he 
hadn't FalstafT In Him.' " 



"You don"t mean to say you are going to 
urge the nomination of that old enemy of 
yourB!"
